WILLIAM TAWNEY 
DIES AT 81; PARK 
GUARD 25 YEARS; 
HEARD LINCOLN 


William Myers Tawney, 81, for 
nearly 25 years a guard on the G et­ 
tysburg 
battlefield, 
died 
Monday 
afternoon a t 4:40 o’clock at his 
home, 41 Steinwehr avenue. 
In ­ 
firmities of age caused death. 
Mr. Tawney had been in falling 
health for several years but had 
been confined to bed only since last 
Thursday. 
He was one of the few rem aining 
Gettysburg residents who saw Abra­ 
ham Lincoln at Gettysburg on No­ 
vember 19. 1863, and heard him de­ 
liver the dedicatory’ address a t th# 
National cemetery. As a boy of five, 
Mr: Tawney lived fix Gettysburg at 
th* time bf fixe battle during which 
he was forced to flee southward 
along the Baltimore road to safety 
behind the Union lines. 
His father 
served in the Uixion army. 
Always Lived in Borough 
The deceased was born April 9, 
1858. in a house on South W ash­ 
ington street within sight of the 
home where he died, He had always 
resided in Gettysburg. 
He was a 
son of the late Perry J. and Amanda 
'McGonigal) Tawney and was the 
-last survivor of their family. 
During his early life he was a 
bricklayer by trade but later became 
j a guard on the G ettysburg battle- 
I field and was stationed by the Vir­ 
ginia state memorial on West Con­ 
federate avenue until he was retired 
j at the age of 74. His period of serv­ 
ice in the National park here ex­ 
tended to within three m onths of 
25 years. 
Mr. Tawney had resided on Steln- 
wehr avenue for the last 50 years. 
His wife, Jennie (Myers) Tawney, 
died 16 years ago on January 25. 
The deceased was a member of 
the Gettysburg M ethodist church.

FROM TWO BILLS 
BY HOUSE 6R0UP 


Washington. Jan. 23 (AP).—Tile 
house appropriations committee, ex­ 
pressly endeavoring to hold spending 
“to the lowest possible figure," trim­ 
med 
$13,314,300 
today 
from 
the 
recommended $1,080,657,212 total of 
two 
administration 
appropriation 
bills. 
The 
Treasury-Postoffice 
supply 
measure, carrying funds for the fiscal 
year beginning July I, was reduced 
by $11,491,900, making it $1,032,154,- 
612. and an "urgent deficiency" ap­ 
propriation was cut by $1,822,400, 
making it $58,502,600. 
The committee also approved a 
resolution to permit the Agriculture 
department to transfer $11,000,000 
from its funds for parity payments 
to its price adjustment program. 
All three measures, reported to the 
house simultaneously, will be con­ 
sidered after the house has disposed 
of a resolution to continue the Dies 
committee investigation of un-Amer- 
Jcan activities. 
The cuts were generally in line 
with recent house and appropria­ 
tions committee actions. Last week 
the house slashed $94,800,000 from 
the Independent offices supply bill 
and the house and senate appropria­ 
tions committee together cut a total 
of $20,000,000 from an emergency de­ 
fense appropriation. 
In reducing the Treasury-Postof­ 
fice measure the committee knocked 
out $3,519,000 of a fund asked by the 
Coast Guard for its neutrality pa­ 
trol. reducing the sum of $4,290,655. 
It refused to allow $1,820,000 for the 
installation of submarine detection 
devices on 21 Coast Guard cutters 
and 49 patrol boats and also disal­ 
lowed $1,699,000 for purchase of new 
airplanes. The amount recommend­ 
ed by the committee for the latter 
purpose was $500,000. 
Approving the President's request 
for an additional $3,154,629 for for­ 
eign air mail for the coming fiscal 
year, the committee 
approved 
a 
total of $15,674,149 for that purpose. 
The increase over the present year’s 
appropriation was attributed to in­ 
creased rates on the trails-Pacific 
route and to stepped-up frequency 
of trips to South America. 
“The present disturbed conditions 
in Europe and other parts of the 
world have brought an important

Jan. 23 (AP).—Sur­ 
vivors of the Italian liner Grazio, 
which burned at sea, told today of a

leaving her baby aboard, and report­ 
ed that many of 70 persons missing 
died of exposure. 
Surviving members of the crew 
raid that the fire which destroyed 
their ship started when a spark from 
a motor set fire to lubricating oil 
which in turn caused fuel oil to ex­ 
plode. 
Tile Italian liners Conte Bianca- 
tnano and Colombo brought moire 
than 600 survivors of the disaster 
Into port. About half of the number 
awe re injured or burned In the ex­ 
plosion and fire which destroyed Ute 
South America-bound liner. 
Survivors said that some scantily 
clad victims died of exposure wlvn 
waves dashed over the lifeboats, 
drenching the occupants.
